of it willcleare itſelfe, and therefore there ſhall need no Apologies to be 
made, bur that which ſhall be ſaid royou, ſhallbetherruth, and nothing 
but the truth, ina very clecre way of relation of what hath paſt. : 
Gentlemen, 1 ſhall opento you as neere as I can, as it comcs within my 
memory.thoſe things of circumſtance which are worthy the taking notice 
of, and one in the fir{t place thall be, theoccaſion why ſo many of the for- 
ces were not thenuponthe place, which you will find to be upon very good 
ground and reaſon, tor the preſervation of the Countries that were behind, 
and of this Ciry,which is the particular thing inthecare,and now under rhe 
diligenceof my L, Generall topreſerve. There was left at Hereford, which 
lies upon the confines of Wales,a Regiment of foor under the command of 
my L. of Stamford, and a troop or twoof horſe, that the power of Wales 
might nor fall in upon Glouceſterſhire, 2nd upon the river of Severne, and 
ſoupon the weſt-There was likewiſe lefr at Worceſter (which you all know 
how iris ſeated upontheriyer of Severne, and what advantage it hath toin- 
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tercept all force that ſhall come from Shrewsbury doxwne into the Weſt) 
 aRegiment. of my L. Sant Ivhns and fir lohn Merricks. There was tor the 
ſafety of Coventry (for that was atownit was likely the King might have | 
filnupon)the Regiment of my L. Rochtord,bur it ſeems that his Excellence 
the Earle of Ellex his Army did fo quickly comeup to the Kings, that thc 
, King thought ir no way fit or advantagious tor him to ſpend any time upon 
thoſe places, for certainly they wauld have very quickly beenrelieyed , ſo 
thatthe King flipt by Warwick and Coventry ,- which otherwiſe we con- 
ceive they weretownes he had as good ancye upon as any other townes in 
. the whole kingdome, excepting this. There was likewiſe occalion uponthe 
ſuddenneſle of my Loris march, 2. Regiments of foot, onc under the com- 
mand of a Gentleman you all know, Col. Zampaep, andthe other under the 
command of Col-Grantham, with ſome 10. or 12.troops of Horſe,and theſe 
were bur one dayes march bchind, and upon the occaſion of bringing up 
ſomepoyder, and ammnaicion, and artillery , which my Lord would noc 
ſtay for, purpoſely upon his diligence anddclire that there ſhould not be an 
boure loſt in purſuing that Army, andthat he might makeall haſte in com. 
ming up tothis towne, and ius deltre to make haiteto keep with that Army 
was {uch, that he kept for two orthreedayes together a dayes march before * 
that army - and ſothere being another Regiment lodged in Banbury occa{t- 
onally for their owne ſafety, there was with my Lord whenthis batrail was 
fought uponthe Lords day, 11. Regiments of foot, and abour the number 
of 25.01 37:0r 4.0, troops of horſe - that which makes me ſay this to you,is, 
partlyfor your ſatisfa&ions,thar you may know the reaſons of thethingsare 
paſt, & partly that you may give the more glory toGod for his blefling,and 
for his preſervation of thatremnant of the Army which was together, be- 
ing about 11: Regiments of foor,and a matter of 35:0r 40 troops of horſe: 
Upon the Saturday at night,upona very long march (tor they came nor in 
till g. or 10. a clock atnight the Army came to Kenton, and the next morn- 
ing about 7. a clock (though all that night there was newes came that the 
King was going to Bambury) wee had certain information he was coming 
down a hill, which is called Edge Hill , which hath ſome advantage by na- 
eure for Forts, and breaſt-works, and {uchtiningsas tholeare; and that hill 
the Kings army came down art that time( that army which goes underthe 
pretence of being raifed for him, and by his authority, for and againlt the 
Parl. ) his army coming down, my Lo. of Eflex preſently drew out into the

could, though the other army had the advantage by the hill, which they

» gainſtus, and was forthe advantage of the other army, The preparation on 
both ſides was for the making 'of them ready for fight, and the Kings com- 
ing downthe hill was fo long, that there was nothing donetill 4. inthe after 
noon And gentlemen 1 thallrell you the worſt as well as the beſt, that you 
may know all, and that when you have knownthe worſt, you may findeitin 
your judgements, to give the more praiſe to God for his mercy, after there 
was {0 much probability of having ſuch anillſucceſle. 

Afcer that we had ſhot 2, or 3, peices of ordinance, they began for to ſhoot 
ſome of theirs , and truly not long after, beforethere was any neere execu«= 
tion, therewas 3, 0r 4. 0t our Regiments fairly ran away. 1ſhall name you 
the particulars, and afterwards name youthoſe that did the extraordinary 
ſervice, whereof you will finde thoſe of this city to have been very excraor- 

—— dinary iaitruments. There were that ran away, Sir W liam Fairfaz his re- 

| giment, dir Heary Cholmleys,and my Lord Mandevils, and tofay the plain

> Gentlemen, you ſee by this timeI am liketo tell you thetruth, 1 hope of e- 

very thing, but yet I muſt ſay this, that though they did fo, yertl hopethere 
will be very convenient and very good number of them got together again, 

that may ſhew themſelves in better condition, and better way of ſervice then 
yer they have done, I hope fo, and by the bleſſing of God it may be ſo, for 

they are but young ſouldiers, and wee have ſeen very good experience of 

{ome of them, that have this laſt battledone very extraordinarly and gallant 

{ervice, not long after there was a charge upon the left wing ol the horſe, 

and there I conceivethere was a matter 18 or 19 troupcs, and truly I cannot 

ſay they did {o well asthey thould, though I hope thereare not many of 

| them cut off netther, but that they will be brought together againto do very 

good fervice hereatrer, but ſo itis, they had the worſt of ir, and by this you 

will ſeethat at the beginning of the day wee might think it would not prove 

{ſo well as it pleaſed God it did afterwards inthe cloſe of the day, for foure 

troupes weredivided, and one part of the horſe were not in good order,bur 

. itpleaſed God now rothew himſelf, for after they had paſt rhe left wing of 

> our horſe Fcannot ſay it was inany hands but Gods own providence, the 

horle,that had paſt throgh them followed them in part,8& went tothe rowin 

where all our baggage was; the baggage of the officers and the private per- 

{ons of the ariny , notthey of theartilery, but the Colonells carts and the

our pillage and fell a plundering all that while the reſt of the army was a 
_ fighting,andindeed my Lord gencrall had ſome more lofle chen ordinary by

way, for thereby the reſt ofthe army had the better oportunity todo that 

' {ervice they did, 

. My Lord generall himſelf upon this extremity did begin to ſhew himſelf 
to be more then an ordinary man, and indeed | think morethen | have heard 
tell of any man, for hee charged up at feveralltimes, once with his own 
. troopeot horſe as I remember, but 1 am ſure with his own regiment of foot 

which was raiſed herein Efſex, and though fo many i!] paſlages happened 
before, with his own providence and incouragement, and themcourage. 
ment of others , his own troope of horſe fell uponthe Kings own regimenr, 

(which they had moſt hopes of ) which they called the red regiment, after 
a ſore and bitter fight {for to givethem theirdue, they tought very well, 
- thoſe of my Lord of Eſſex his regiment , and thoſe horſel ſpake of before) 
they killed the Kings Standard bearer Sir Eaward Yarnty, they took the 
Kings Standard which was raiſed up againlt the Parliament, andit was 
brought my Lord Generall, and hedelivercd it to a {ervant which was not 
{fo carefull as he ought to have been, but it was not taken, by force but by the 


carelefneſle and negligence of ſome perſons, but ir was gotten by force and 


loſt thus. They took likewiſe the Kings Generall priſoner, and caried him 
away , they took priſoner my Lord Generals S0n , my Lord W:Uloughby, 
that perſon you have heard ſo much of, and been {o well acquainted with 
| here. Col. Zunsford which ſhould have had the Tower , he was likewiſe ta- 
ken priſoner, and his brother ſlain, aud Sir Edward Stradizng prifoner, and 
_ divers 0thers of quality, My L. 4Awberney and Col. Vavaſour, and Sir Ed. 
. ward Munroy aScotiſkman of great quality, while theſe were upon this ſer. 
vice muſt giverthe right to divers other ofthe Officers of the horſe which 
wereuponthe right wing, that they did extraordin:ry ſervice too, that was 
my Lord of Bcdford himſelf who did very galantly , and Sir W:1. Belfore the 
late Lieutenant of the Tower, Sir Phlip Stapelton, andallthetroope which 
formerly had been under ſome other kinde of report,they did extraordinary 
ſervicekept entirely totheir charge, and though they were long under the 

awer of other Canons there were ſome 17 ſhot of Canon ſhot againſt them 
and they ſtood Rtill, and God be thanked not a man of chem hurt , yetthere 
was likewiſe very ex:raordinary ſervice performed by my Lord Gray and 
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Sir 45thour H aFelrig, who indeed was a help forto give a greatturne tothe 
day by cutting offa Regiment of the Kings which was called the blew Ree 


giment, and there were many other gentlemen ofgreat worth , thatdid very 


extraordinary ſervice too, I would not have you underſtand that others did 


not doit, becauſe I remember not their names, for I ſpeak to younow but 


onthe ſudden,but there weredivers others did very great ſeryice,only thoſe 
I havenamed that come to my memory, and you will hear more of the reſt 
upon other occaſions; upon the cloſe ofthe day we know it for certain, that 


the beſt regiment of the Kings was cut off, and the next his beſt regiment, 


which was that wasunder my Lord of Lzzſey; there was all the priſoners ta- 


ken 1told you oft, there were thoſe perſons of quality flainI told you off, 


and there was as we conceive (this I tel] you upon information , as wee con- 


ccive, and are informed by thecountrey menthat {aw them bury the dead 


next day, and bring them up into heaps; there was as is informed, and con- 


ceived j about 2009 of theirs ſlain: and wee cannot beleeve, nor wee cannot. 


haycany information, to give us realonto belcevethat there was above ;00 


of ours lain; And this was tobe obſerved of Gods providence in this dayes 


work, that though it began ſo improbably, yet before the cloſe ofthe night 
which was two houres, ( for they beganrto fight indeed , but about fourea 
clock,) we had got the ground,that they were upon, we hadgotten the wind 
and weedo not know, nor by information conceive, thatthere was twenty 
men of ours killed, by all rhe Kings cannon; when it was night that there 
could be no more fighting, we drew our forces together, and fo likewiſe did 
the King, they werethen but at a reaſonable diſtance, it may be threetimes, 
or fix times or ſome ſuch diſtance of this room, but in the night the Forces 
of the King withdrew up towards the hill from whence they came, and my 
Lord generall amongft others ſent my ſelffor to bring onthoſc forces which 
I told you were a daycs march behinde, (which was Colonell Hamden, and 
Colonell Grantham, and thoſe troopes of horſe. 2ad the artillery, (and ſent 
20 bring them upto him, and abour ane « clock at night, or twoaclock, 
thoſe Forces cameto my Lord genera!4and joyned with thereſt ofthearmy 
and when the King had drawn his TvIces up tae hill, my Lord generall drey 
us a matter of halfa mile, or Fee quarters of a mile further trom the hill, 
that he might be our of tþ-29ver of thecannon: there we ſtood to our arms 
all thenight, and inr'< Morning drew our ſelves out again into the ficlds 
but we heard no EE Rewes of the other army, morethen we ſaw ſome ſcat» 
tcring men, o89Meturee or fouretroopes of horſes onthe tope of DE, 
WIC 
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which came to bury the dead, and take away tome oftheir cannon, and ſuch 
things as thoſe were, but they came no more down the hill, neither that day, 
nor onrnefday, though there was divers reports came tous inthe army, and 
I belzeve came hither, that there was fighting on monday, and tueſday, yer 
there was no fighting, for the King kept onthe top of the hill , and we came 
away 0n Tueſday at foureaclock : fo that wee can aſlure you there was no 
more adton, then was on the Lords day, 


Gentlemen, Ihall after I havedeclared this narration to you, ſay no more- 


then this, that certainly my Lord generall himſelf hath deleryed as muchin 
this ſervice, tor his pains, and for hiscarc and forthe particular ſuccefſe that 


was upon it, astruly Ithink ever any Gentlemandid ; and inthe next place, 


that as God of his own immediate providence didthus declare himſelf for 
the owning of his own caule, fo you vvill not forget to apply your ſelves to 
God, togivehim theglory, and to entreat his bleſſing upon the future 
ſuccelle. On

away,ſo that truly I can ſay no moreto you, inſuch a cauſcas this is , that 
you have undertaken with your purſes, and with your perſons, God hatch 
thewed himſelfe with us,be you but couragious and we nevernecd doubr it, 
and ſo ye ſay all.
